The Kansas City Division has also received mail as indicated 
above, all of which is postmarked Fairfield, Iowa, with a return 
address of PROGRESSIVE LABOR PARTY, 300 E. Armour, Kansas City, 
Missouri. 

I I Security/Assistant Manager, PARK CENTRAL HOTEL, 

300 E. Armour, Kansas City, Missouri, has advised that he is 
aware of the letters and has contacted the United States Postal 
Service. He further advised that he has no suspects in this 
matter, nor does he have any tenants, to his knowledge, that have 
connections with the state of Iowa. It should be noted that the 
PARK CENTRAL HOTEL is a complex of two buildings which houses 
approximately 250 to 300 tenants.

Based upon the content of this communication and the associated 
voice characteristics, it is my judgment that the caller is a 
White male native of the New York metropolitan area, approxi- 
mately between the ages of 45 and 60. The dialect and vocabulary 
are consistent with those of the Jewish faith. There is no 
reason to doubt the author's distaste for those of Christian 
persuasion or his assertions of homophilic preferences. It is 
likely that the caller identifies with the intellectual community 
and has the credentials for such membership despite the provin- 
ciality of his parochially regional dialect. 

There is no textual evidence that this caller has- either the 
means or the resolve to act upon his expressively ventilative 
threats. Nor is there textual support for the caller's asser- 
tions of acting as the spokesperson for an organized terrorist
